As soon as President Lawson completed
the deal for the tract of land he imme-
diately passed upon plans for the stands
and bleachers, unless there is some
hitch in the arrangement, the work of
building the stands will begin within the
next weeks. It is planned to have
the park completed by April 15,
fifteen days before the date set for the
opening of the Unlon League season.

The contract for the grounds covers a
period of five years, with the privilege of
buying. The tract is 40 feet square, and
the plans for the stands call for the ac-
commodation of 4,000 persons. Entrances
will be built on Fourteenth and Fifteenth
streets and on Florida avenue.
